2- In addition to the approved importers, it has been decided, that the exporters, 
who undertake to export non-tradition at items to Afghanistan as listed in Schedule 
B ol Annexure Y to this Public Notice uplo the 31st iViaich, 1969 will be permitted 
10 import: 

(i) Iresh and diy fruits oi Aighan origin, mentioned in Schedule ‘A’ to An¬ 

nexure I to this Public Notice under C.C.P- procedure, within a quanti¬ 
tative ceiling. 

(ii) Asafoetida, Cumin Seeds and Medicinal Herbs of Afghan origin men¬ 

tioned in Schedule ‘A’ under C.C.P. procedure, without any ceiling. 

Notb.—(I mporters ol Asaloetida and Cumin Seeds from Afghanistan are re¬ 
quired to ensure that the products conform to the prescribed standards unaer the 
Prevention oi Food Adulteration Rules). 

3. Hides and skins of Afghan origin falling under S. No. 144(a)/IV will continue 
to be under Open General licence No. CXXN.IV (Vide Ministry of Commerce 
import Trade Control Oraer No, 2/88 dated 20th March 1968). The sale proceeds 
will be credited to the seif-balancing account opened by the Da Afghanistan Bank 
with the State Bank of India. This account will be utilised by Afghanistan for 
the purchase of goods and services rn India. 

4. Definition of exporters of non-traditioual items and their eligibility.—For the 

purpose of this Public Nonce, the exporters ol iron-traditional items are those:— 

(i) who have been regisiered as “New Comer” importers from Afghanistan 

in terms of the Public Notices issued from time to time; 

(ii) who can produce evidence, duly certified by a Chartered Accountant to 

the effect tdat they had an internal turn over of Rs. 25,000/- (Rupees 
twenty five thousand), duiing any one of the financial year t.e, 1964-05, 
1905-06, 1900-67, 1967-68 In either of goods other than Hides and Skins 
listed in Schedule A or Schedule B of Annexure I to this Pubtie 
Notice. 

5 Exports to Afghanistan are to precode imports from that country.—In terms of 

this Public Notice, exports of non-tr«ditlonal goods to Afghanistan are to precede 
imports from that country. Value of exports of non-traditionai goods to be effected 
b.y the exporters will be as admitted by the Reserve Bank of India. CCPs to the 
exporters will be issued lor the quantity equal to the value of their exports ol 
non-traditionai goods oi Schedule ‘B’ to Afghanistan. 

0. Date upto which exports to Afghanistan will be allowed.—The exporters, who 
have effected export of non-traditionai goods to Afghanistan, as detailed in Sche¬ 
dule B upto 31st ol March, 1969, can import permissible Items other than Hides & 
Skins as listed in Annexure I Schedule A to this Public Notice upto the 31st of 
May, 1969 for a quantity equal to the value of their exports of non-traditionai 
goods. In case, an exporter falls to balance his exports of non-traditionai goods 
by import of goods from Afghanistan by the 31st of May, 1909 he is liable to be 
deregistered and no further C-C.P- will be granted to him. He will be finally de¬ 
registered for such period as the licensing authority deems fit, without prejudice 
to any other action that may be taken against him under the Import and Export 
Trade Control Act and Rules and Regulations. 

7. Procedure for registration as exporters.—Firms intending to export items of 
non-tradltional goods listed in Schedule ‘B* to Afghanistan should apply for registra¬ 
tion to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay/Central Licens¬ 
ing Area, New Delhi/Controller of Imports and Exports, Amritsar, according to 
the jurisdiction of the licensing authority, giving the following particulars:— 

(1) Name and address of the firm. 

(ii) Name of proprietor (s), Directors etc. 

(iii) Name of the branches, if any, and addresses thereof- 
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(iv) Statement of actual exports of goods listed in Schedule B to Afghanis¬ 

tan during the past, if any- 

(v) In case the applicant has been exporting goods to Afghanistan, the 

number of -he licence issued by the Reserve Bank of India. 

8 - The information at (li)-(v) should be furnished on a stamp paper, duly 
attested by 1st Class Magistrate/Oath Commissioner/Notary Public. Applications 
for registration snould reach the licensing authorities on or beiore 31st October, 
J 0 fl 8 - 

0. Firms already registered as ‘new comers’ need not apply for fresh registra¬ 
tion-—Firms which are already registered as New Comer’ importers Irom Afgha¬ 
nistan in terms of the previous Public Notices, issued nom tune to time, need not 
apply for fresh registration; and they can apply for permits after effecting exports 
of non-traditional goods to Alghamstan In terms of this Public Notice. 

10. Documents to be furnished with application for C.C.Ps-—The exporters 
should, after exporting non-traditionai goods to Afganistan, apply to the licens¬ 
ing authorities in the prescribed form and manner indicating, inter-aUa, the 
C'.l.F. value of goods, accompanied by the lollowing documents:— 

Transit Certificate (five copies) together with the invoices, T.R. and neoes- 
sary export documents. In the case of Grapes, exporters telegrams 
to the concerned importer, will be accepted. The telegram should 
bear the number, date, weight in Kilograms indicated in the transit 
certificates as also the c i.f. value of the goods. Tne relevant transit 
certificates should be pi oduced to the Customs authorities concerned. 

11. The documents furnished alongwith the applications should be comp ete in 
all respects, which will make for prompt issue ot the CCPs. Trade should parti¬ 
cularly ensure that the Transit Certificates bear the Official Seal and Signature 
of the Afghan Custom Authorities- 

12- Specimen of Transit Cer.iflcate.—A specimen of the prescribed form of the 
Transit Certificate issued by the Afghan Customs Authorities, is attached in 
Annexure II. The Transit Certificates will be In two colours—red for fresh fruits 
and blue-black for dry fruits and other commodities. They will bear, inter aua, 
the name ox the exporter, the name of the importer, description of commodity 
and weight in Kilograms. 

13. Distinctive marks on Transit Certificates—In serialising the Transit Certifi¬ 
cates, the Royal Afghan Government will allocate groups of serial numbers to 
different Customs Control points and would also see that no number in a series 
is repeated. Further there will be distinctive letters, such as ‘K’ (Kabul), ‘Q’ 
(Qandahar) and ‘N’ (Nanghaihar), to denote the location of the concerned au.ho- 
ntj of the Ministry of Commerce of the Royal Aighan Government issuing the 
transit certificates, and also the letters ’B , (J.. Chiei Conti offer of Imports and 
Exports, Bombay), ’D’ (Jt. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Central 
Licensing Area, Delhi), and ’A’ (Controller of Imports and Exports, Amritsar), to 
deno e not the’ Customs Control point in India as hitherto but the concerned 
licensing authority in India- In order that the Transit Certificate ior grapes are 
not unduly delayed with the exporters, the ‘new comer’ importers should ensure 
that their corresponding exporters send a telegram to them on the very day the 
Transit Certificate is actually issued, informing the former of the particulars 
thereof including its number, date, weight of grapes in Kilograms and C.LF- 
value- 

14. Validity of Transit Certificates and C C.Ps.—Applications for permits should 

be submitted to the licensing authority concerned within .he validity period of 
the Transit Certificates alongwith the Treasury Receipts etc, The validity of 
Transit Certiflca es will be five days for fresh fruits and forty days for dry fruits 
and other commodities. The validity of CCPs will be 7 days in the case of fresh 
fruits and 40 days in the case of other goods, from the date of issue of the rele¬ 
vant transit certificate/s covering the t goods in question. - 

13. Procedure for operating CCPs and Transit Certificates—The CCPs will in¬ 
dicate, inter-alia, the weight, number, date of the Transit Certificate, as well as 
the c.l.f, value of the goods. Conversely, the number and date and other particu¬ 
lars of CCPs should also be shown on the relevant Transit Certiftca.es. In the 
case of grapes, the particulars are to be filled in from the telegram- 
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16 When delivering the C.C-P- (in duplicate) to the inmporter for items other 
+ han fresh fruits, th e appropriate Licensing authority will return all the live copies 
of the Transit Certificates to the importer- The importer will, in his -turn, present 
all the five copies of the Transit Certificates in all cases, along with tne C.C.P. in 
duplicate, to the Customs authorities at the point of imports of the consignment 
in India. The Cus om authorities will, while clearing the consignment, check and 
verify the physical correctness of the particulars of the consignment (l.e. name of 
exporter/importer, description of goods, weight and other particulars) 83 given 
In the C.C-P. and the Transit Certificates. In the event of any difference, whether 
In name, description, or weight, as assessed by the Customs authorities, the copies 
of the C.C-P and Transit Certificates will be endorsed accordingly by the Custom 
authority. Where there Is a variation in weight mentioned in the C-CP./Transit 
Certificate and the goods actually received, the Customs authorities will allow 
clearance of the same without insisting on a prior amendment in the C C.P. by 
the Licensing authority concerned, provided the variation does not exceed 6 per 
cent and advise the concerned licensing authority accordingly. This will be sub¬ 
ject to the overall ceilings fixed foj 1 each item of fresh and dry fruits. Where 
excess is over 5 per cent, the Customs authorities will deal with the case accord¬ 
ing to their rules and regulations- 


17. It may be noted that the goods should be cleared from the Afghan Customs 
borders within the validity period of the transit certificate, and the evidence of 
transi having taken place during the validity of the Transit Certificate, should be 
produced, else the goods will not be allowed clearance- 


18- The other terms and conditions of the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. 163-ITC(PN)/68 dated 6th August 1968 will also apply mutatis mutandis, 
wherever applicable- 


19. Submission of monthly statements.—The exporters of non-tradltional com¬ 
modities should submit by the 10th day of every month to the licensing authori- 
t'e? a statement showing the details of actual exports of non-traditlonal goods, 
effected to Afghanistan and Imports effected thereagainst on the prescribed pro¬ 
forma obtainable from the licensing authority concerned.
